NEW PROCESS FOR PRESERVING 


MEAT. 


A demonstration of ji new method (under 


Jones's patent) of meat preservation was 
given on March u, at York Tcmice, Re- 
gent's Park. That which is peculiar to 
the system may be stated iu a few words. 
Instead of steeping the dead meat in an 
antiseptic, the preservative chemical IB in- 
troduced into the live animal, itud by the 
action of the heart is sent through the 
blood vessels itnd capillaries into every 
part of the body. The invention promises 
to effect a much-needed change iu the 
slaughter-house, 
and to lead to

to flow through an India rubber 
tube 


placed 
to the 
orifice of the canula

injected. 
As soon as the charge had run 


into the auiuial the canula was plugged, 
and about two minutes were allowed for 
the injected fluid to pass through the 
whole vascular system. 
The sheep was

pending upon the pumping action of the 
heart..' From 120 beats per minute the 
pulse rose during tho loss of blood to 
nbout 150 the artery being flaccid. When 
the injection of the fluid began the pulse 
fell snddeulj-, probably from tbe can hav-

consequence of the .trees having been cut 
down to obtain the bark there is much 
reason to fear that the supply may fail; 
particularly if tho demand increases. 
Quillaia bark, it seems, is very extensively 
wed by wool and silk manufacturers, 
bulb iu this country and iu France, in 
consequence of its effvwy ^^ a nnworfnl 
cleansing agent. 
Our contemporary, the
